and annoyance in most cases, if not something more serious. 


And almost every person will'offer a different prescription 


fora cure, declaring it to be never-failing. There was once a 
man who said the best remedy he had ever found was to fil a 
eood sized whiskey glass with the best whiskey that could be 
bought, then add as much more of the same and take on going 
to bed 
But that is a remedy that is not available fo the com- 


mon run of people at this time, and something else will have 


f° Some meSmen believe that colds are a germ disease and 
contagious, but this is a point that has never been definitely 
settled • Whatever the cause of the ailment, if is the question 
of cure in which the people arc interested, and it is very safe to 
say that no'infallible'cure has yet come to light. 


About the only thing to be done is to take reasonable care of 


the general health and avoid unnecessary exposure, and if a 
cold comes apply such remedies as have proved helplul in the 
cist 
This will mean one medicine for one person 'and an-
